We arrived here late last uigbt, and 


after looking over the city daring the 
midnight hours under guidance of tie 
first officer of tbe steamship, we re- 
turned to our berths, with, the fear that 
the mosquitoes that we had heard of so 
much, would disturb our slumber, but 
we never beard their musical voice 
once. This morning we took ic the 
vicinity around tne water front before 
breakfast, watching tbe native colored 
Hawaiiaus lounging around waiting to ba 
called as stevedores or dock hands. The 
DIoana of 
the 
Austrahau line left 


San Francisco ten hoars after tbe Gae- 
lic, and was here to welcome us arrive. 
The 
Boston, one of our 
first-rate 


cruiser*-, euroute homo from Manila, lies 
near by us. It arrived bere on tbe 9th 
and leaves tomoriow for San Francisco. 
The U. S. 8. Iroquois is also bere pro 
tecting wreckage. Tbe American saloon 
is here selling American beer. 
Two 


bits or a quarter has baen the price per 
glass. 
Becently two of the saloons 


have been Belling two beers for two 
bits. Tbe saloons were well patronized 
by tbe natives &nd last night the blue 
and white navy suits were numerously 
seen among tbe throng. Its comfort- 
ably warm here, the temperature be 
log at 75, but we do not feel the heai 
as we expected. 
Many of the native 


young men are in tbe wuter alongside tu< 
steamers awaiting tbe nickels that the 
passengers throw into the water; then 
tbey dive for them. Have been looking 
into tbe Hawaiian islands and especially 
Honolulu, and tbe island of Oahu, auc 
what I can learn in. the few hours her 
can be gleaned from the following: 


The Hawaiian islands are in tue North 


Pacific ocean, though generally placed 
m the "South Seas" by the remem- 
brance of the locality from our early edu- 
cation. If the reader wishes to know 
just where they are, just steer due 
west from Mexico and stop when you 
see tLo stars ami stupes flying over the 
first dry land you see. 1'bat will be 
them. There are only eight of these is- 
lands that arc of any account, Hawaii 
being the largest. 


The third m size ia Oahu, and on the 


southern shore is Honolulu, the capital 
city, and having moio than aio third of 
the population of the group. One year 
ago, Aug. 12, tue inlands became part 
of the United States by annexation, al- 
though they are living under their old 
laws, and will until the commission 
appointed 
by 
President 
McKinley 


makes its report and congress passes 
the necessary legislation. 
1; is well 


that considerable time ia to elapae be- 
fore tue new governing laws are to take 
effect as the present contract labor la we 
of the islands are in direct conflict with 
those of the United States. Labor has 
boon so scarce thai tbe owners of the 
rice and sugar plantations have been 
obliged to import Japanese and Chinese 
labor under contract 01 throe years. 
Many of the owners have advanced wag- 
es to enable the laborers to pay their 
way from their homes, and that is being 
deducted gradually from tncir small 
monthly earnings. The religions ten

The courts of the is- 


lands are of the highest order, respect- 
ed by all. The last census, 1896, gives 
the population of the islands as 109,020. 
Of that the males predominate nearly 
two to one, which is accounted for by tbe 
large immigration of laborers for the su- 
gar and rice plantations. Tbe Hawaain 
ladies and gentlemen that we bave met 
on the steamer at Honolulu are splen 
did types of citizens and compare favor 
ably with, the bost in the sta'.es. Masou. 
ry bas flourished for many years hero, 
while the Odd Fellows bave two lodges 
and an encampment in Honolulu, one 
of the lodges owning its valuable build* 
inland site with library. The Knight* 
of Pythias have two lodges in Honolulu 
and four or five in the other islands as 
weir.as the endowment and uniform 
rank lodgee. 
The G. A. R, also has a 


post here, and the Foresters have both 


he independent and aieieot courts. 
One of the 
now sugar plantations 


on land that at one time could 


have been purchased for one dollar 
>er acre and now produces ten tons 
of raw sugar, which owing to our laws 
las to be sent to the U. 3 for refin ing. 
kindergarten schools are everywhere, 
aud on some of tbe plantations the own- 
ers have established them for tbe edu- 
cation of their laborers' children. 
In 


Honolulu they bave a fire department 
worthy of great praise, and as one gen- 
lemen informed me fires have little 
chance here. Ooe peculiar thing I learn- 
ed and that is that while fruit of certain 
kinds is abundant, hay has to 
be 


wrought in here by steamers from Cali- 
brnia 
Whether this is oa account of 


the land being used more profitably for 
other purposes or not, I did not learn 
and I neglected to make the inquiry, 
Many of the laws have worked so Bucess- 
fully here that it is doubtful whether 
congress can improve on them by the 
substitution of those of American origin, 
and whether it would not be good poli- 
cy to make nn experiment of some oi 
Hawaiian laws in, the U. 8. will be ques- 
tions that must be considered later on. 
Many of the young attorneys only have 
license to practice in the lower courts 


The Hawaiian islands are not specially 


adapted for sugar manufacturing, owing 
to lack of coal. Some of the sugar plan 
tations use the pressed sugar cane to 
run their eteam power, the cane being 
so hard pressed that the rind and tissu 
left, needs no drying. Skilled labor 
can easily be obtained at San Francisci 
and it seems that it would not bo advis 
able for mechanics to come here on 
speculation as it is not good walkmi 
back to the states, and the eteamboa 
passenger rates are high. 


I think the same is true of the com 


mon laborer, and many of the strande 
mechanics will take any employmen 
while waiting an opening, or a remit- 
tance from home. We met manyjyoung 
white gentlemen and ladies of Hawaiian 
nativity on the wharf, and on the streets 
they were tastily dressed like those at 
home and Portsmouth, and seemed like 
part of our own, still there was some- 
thing m their looks tbat told of other 
ancestry.

has some property, the last fow years 
has seen it sadly diminished l>y her 
troubles.

ROBBEBS ON BICYCLES. 


An experienced member of tbe police 
orce, speaking of the groat opportunity 
which the bicycle affords as an aid to 
crime, said:" A foxy guy can use a 
rheel and do things and then got away 
lick. Tbe bicycle is in reach of tbe 
meanest thiaf because he only has to 
mount one which he sees an owner leave 
when he goes into a building or store. 
Then he can commit a robbery 
and 


ride to the next city and dispose of the 
>ooty almost before the loss is discov- 
ered. Or he can wheel to the next town 
first and then do his job. Tbe bfcycle 
is the easiest of all modes of travel to ee- 
jpe detection 
aud 
apprehension. 


Traveling by railroad exposes the fugi- 
tive to a close inrpection by the con- 
ductors who stand in with the police, 
and to the police themselves at stations 
Travel by vehicles requires occasional 
attention at stables, the keepers of 
which are usually close to the authori- 
ties, whose assistance they so often re- 
quire. Even the pedestrian in the coun 
try is au object of curiosity and makes 
comparatively slow progress so that he 
is very liable to capture when pursued. 
But the man on the wheel has only to 
stop at small stores or bakeries to 
victual up, and with so many of his 
tribe traveling over the country legitim- 
ately attracts no attention whatever. 
Theu wheelmen in motion all look very 
much alike aud even with a description 
of the wheel and rider in his mind it 
would be it very alert policeman who 
would pick out a rider whom he did 
not know, m motion. 


"I think the only reason why bicy- 


cles are not more used by thieves is be- 
cause most grafters do not kuow how to 
ride. How easy it would be for two fel- 
lows of nerve to go from Portsmouth, 
some evening to Dover or JJewburyport, 
say, there lay for a rich bug on his way 
home at night, trip him up, empty his 
pockets and ride back here before day- 
break. The victim would have no idea 
who did him so mean a trick and with 
a little care in disposing of the plunder, 
if it was jewelry, it would never attract 
attention to tbe city to say nothing of 
the robbers themselves.

that the modern Dick Turpiu is to ac- 
complish his misdeeds astride a bicycle, 
while the more successful members of 
the dark brotherhood may career over 
the laud in a four-wheeled automobile."

LABOR WORKS WITH CAPITAL 


New Feature of Trade Alliance on 


Co-Operative Plan. 


Washington, Aug. 31.—E. J. Smith, 


a manufacturer of Birmingham, Eng- 
land, who will attend the conference 
on trusts at Chicago, Sept. 18 to 16, 
Is the originator of a trade alliance 
which tor seven years in one industry 
has proved to be satisfactory alike to 
capital and labor. 


Seven years ago, \vben the bedstead 


manufacturing interest was in a des- 
perate condition owing to competition 
and strikes, lie succeeded in having his 
plan adopted. Since then the condition 
has improved 25 per ceut., and the 
business is now as prosperous as any 
in Euidaiid. 


The initial work in forming an al- 


liance is to take some standard product 
of that particular trade, ascertain its 
actul cost of production, and use that 
as a basis. A certain kind of bedstead, 
a dozen plates of a certain kind, a 
wheel, or anything is used. 


To this cost a certain percentage of 


profit Is added and all the manufac- 
turers bind themselves not to under- 
sell. Rebates are allowed every six 
months to purchasers of large amounts. 


The employes are given a certain In- 


terest in The work. The first increase 
in selling price carries with it a wage 
bonus for the workmen in proportion 
to the amount of the average advance. 
The bonus is allowed on any further 
advances. 


As the Alliance is a union, none but 


union workmen are employed. Their 
representatives meet with the manu- 
facturers at what is called a '"Waso 
and Conciliation Board," where all dis- 
putes arising are settled. 


There can be no strikes, for the em- 


ployers stand upon the same plane as 
thc-Jr employes. 


Aug. 31.—It Is reported that 


Agumaldo, the Filipino leader, has 
ofdered the native generals in the prov- 
ince of Cavite to close in on and at- 
tempt to take the town of Imus, and 
It Is added that troops are concentrat- 
ing around the town from the lake 
country.

Tons of concealed salt- 
petre and thousands of pounds of 
antiquated artillery ammunition and 
powder were discovered in the powder 
house, and large quantities hud been 
thrown Into the ri\cr. 


How to Stop Philippines War. 


Turner, Me., Aug. 31.—llear-Admlral 


R. B. Bradford chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment of The United States 
Navy, who is -Uniting his old home 
here, says a complete blockade of Lu- 
zon would ppeodiiy end the Philippine 
war and that the blotkadc is to be 
made. The Filipinos' munitions of wnr 
are mostly smuggled in by Japanese 
and Chinese. If that was stopped and 
the other source of supply cut off in 
due time.

Mr- and Mrs. F. O. Stanley of New- 


ton, Mass., who went through this city 
a few days ago in an automobile, have 
won the distinction of being the 
frst 


persons to climb the cairiage .road up 
Mt. Washington with a horseless vehi- 
cle. They pulled up in front of the sta- 
ble at the Summit house just before 
noon on Thursday. The summit colony 
bad been notified by 
telephone the 


night before of the arrival of Mr. and 
Mrs. Stanley at Darbyfield 
cottage. 


Then the wire stopped working, ond it 
could not be learned just what time 
they were coming up. 


Thursday morning wovd came that 


the automobile was on the wtty, having 
made the Half Way house in an hour 
and a quarter. Then all was excitement, 
and every view point was thronged With 
watchers. 
About 11.30 the little vebi- 


cla with its two passengers was seen 
rounding the curve by the gulf. Swiftly 
and almost noiselessly it sped up tlie 
"home stretch" and made the last sharp 
rise in front of the upper stable. 


"We left Newton Saturday 
noon," 


said Mr. Stanley, "stopped at Newbury- 
poit, Portsmouth, West Ossipee and 
North Conway, and on Wednesday 
morning we ran to Darbyfield cottage, 
remaining there during the afternoon 
and [night. 
We learned there that it 


would be necessary to (make the ascent 
of the mountain in the morning, to avoid 
meeting teams which g:> down in the af- 
ternoon, The cyclometer at the base of 
the moun-'ain (the site of the old Glen 
house) registered 107 miles, which is the 
distance from Newton to the base of 
Mt. Washington. 


"We had averaged to that point 14 


1-10 miles per hour during the run from 
Newton. This \o regarded, consider- 
ing the condition of the road, quite 
remarkable. 
We found the ascent more 


difficult than we anticipated, although 
we had no trouble in climbing the 
steepest grades. The day was perfect, 
being practically cloudless, with no 
wind. Tbe actual running time from 
the base to summit was two houra and 
10 minutes. 


'•The road from glen to summit is 


eight miles long, and the actual ascent 
is about 4000 feet, making the average 
grade about 12 per cent. The amount 
of gasoline required to ascend the moun- 
tain w as less than two gallon?. Thus it 
will be seen that for a man and his wile 
to ride np Mt. Washington by such a 
vehicle will cost lees than 25 cents for 
power. 
It required the water tank 


twice full to make the ascent. 
'.As lie halfway house is well supplied 
with water it forms a good place for re- 
filling the tank."

Counting all the 
cleat Us from all the storms during a 
year, we llnd that the chance of being 
killed by llghhiing is less than one in a 
hundred thousand.

tlod by poals of thunder, but owing to 
the great uprcad of tin rooting aud fair 
ground connections, if buildings are 
adequately protected, and the momen- 
tum of the Hash provided for, the oc- 
cupants many feel secure, 
A good 


conducted, grounded, rod is Jiccessa,ry 
in all Isolated and exposed buildings. 
Barns, especially, when lined with 
green crops, .should have u goflfi light- 
ning conductor. 


"The question is often asUed, 'Do 


trees protect V The answer is that the 
tlpirree of protection win/vary wit lithe 
character of the tree and. its distance 
from a water course. An oak is more 
liable to lightning-stroke than a beach. 
The character of the wood, the area of 
leafage, the extent and depth 'of root, 
will determine the liability to stroke. 


"Another question which is often 


nuked is whether there N danger 
f i hoard a large steamship during a 
thunder storm. On the contrary there 
nre few safer places. Sutllclcnt metal 
with proper superficial area is inter- 
posed in the path of the lightning, nnd 
its electric energy converted Into harm- 
less heat and rapidly dissipated. Acci- 
dents occur chiefly because the victims 
Jtrnorantly place themselves In the Hue 
of greatest strain, and thus form part 
of the path of discharge. For this rea- 
son It is not wise to stand under trees, 
near flag poles or masts. In doorways 
or porches, close to fireplaces, or near 
burns. Those who nre not exposed in 
nny of these ways may feel reasonably 
safe. 


"It should bo remembered, in the 


OMMit of accident, that lightning does 
not alwajs kill. It more often results 
In suspended animation than In actual 
death. Therefore, In ease of accident, 
try to restore animation, keep the body 
warm and send for a physician with- 
out de-lay."

Pair of Antelopes— They Have • 


. Long Stride But Light Weight- 


May Beat the World's Record. 
A Xew York uportsnian IK at present 


training H pair of antelopes lu trotting 
haruesfi. which be considers will con- 
siderably lower the world's trotting 
record. The antelope bus never before 
been considered seriously as a racing 
machine, but thoge familiar with thein 
believe that they can be controlled by 
careful training as well as a horse, and 
are capable' of wonderful hursts of 
upt'ed. 


The owner of the first team of racing 


antelopes IK Mr. Donald Burns, who is 
famous as an animal trainer of wide ex- 
perience. Mr. Burns IK nt present nm- 
nlnjr his trained antelopes on a track 
near his home at Babylon, L. I., and 
expects to have them in condition to 
take part in regular track 
racing 


events some timv this fall. When Mr. 
Bums was se»»n ln«t week by a repre- 
sentative of the Sunday Philadelphia 
Times, his expressed himself «s confi- 
dent that his strii ntre rncers would bet- 
ter the world's trotting record of 2:03 
from 4 to G seconds. 


It has been found in training this 


pair of antelopes thnt their peculiar 
nervousness or wildness elves them 
an i mm dive amount of life and spirit on 
the race course. The aveniue antelope, 
If its training be commenced early 
enough am be brought to mind tbe 
whip nnd reiu when about two years 
old, 
and their racing life aft-r that is

"Hanging Judge." the sternest of all 
American justices. It is the biography 
of Judge Isaac Charles Parker. 
The 


title is "Hell on the Border." 
.Tudgo 


Parker was known as "The American 
Jeffreys." 
He sentenced 200 men to 


death. One of his chief executioners 
alone hanged eighty-six men. His court 
was a continuous performance. lie 
opened court at S a. m. and sat in Judg- 
ment until dark. When he passed his 
first sentence he burst into tears. Not- 
withstanding that he afterward sen- 
tenced 100 men to death and sent 100 
more to prison for life. He was burned 
and hanged in effigy in Indian Terri- 
tory. On the day of his death there was 
a joyful riot in the old jail at Fort 
Smith, Ark. 
lie had two ruling principles: "Do 


equal and exact just ice," was one, and 
the other, "Permit no innocent man to 
be punished, but let no guilty man es- 
cape." Men were hanged in squads, 
five at a time, on the Fort Smith gal- 
lows by his order. He <vas at once the 
most esteemed man in Arkansas and 
the most hated man In the Indian Ter- 
ritory. 
Though he passed the death 


sentence upon 190 men. Judge Parker 
was opposed to capital punishment. He 
administered justice according to the 
laws of his state. He quarreled with 
and won a victory over the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


tieorge Malerton, slim, lithe, smilelcns 


and 08 years old, the man who hanged 
eight-eight men., .Tudge Parker's able 
lieutenant, the "Prince of Hangmen." 
as they picturesquely put it in the 
West; >the most famous executioner of 
modern times, is another figure of 
"Hell on the Border." 


George Maledon was the hangman 


during most of Jud^e Parker's adminls 
tration. He hanged eight-eight men. 
He was dubbed Judge Parker's "under- 
derstudy." A cry grim an J picturesque 
Is the humor of the West in such cir- 
cumstances. 


S. W. Harmon served on the Jury in 


the famous "terrible court" a hundred 
times. He is the author of the me- 
moirs of what he styles "a great court 
ind a greater Judsre," to which he has 
clven the title, "Hell on the Border."

tively short distances. In tlieir natural 
wild state they enunot sustain one of 
their spurt.-* of spew! for more tlinn a 
hnlf to three-quarters of a mile, nils! it 
is only by careful training that they 
can !><• made to cover a mile. 


This Is due to the fact that they are 


naturally very j-hoit-wlnde'l, nnd their 
muscles are too slight to stand any 
Jong exertion. Their speeillness is due 
to the fact that they weight from 800 
to 7)00 pounds le*s than :i horse, while 
their legs, with comparatively thesnine 
reach of stride, are lighter and mo-re 
nimble. 


Mr. Burns has found that the best re- 


sults nre obtlned by commencing the 
training of au antelope iust before it 
Is n year old. Antelopes have not been 
born in captivity ns yet, so that the 
sport man must first catch them in 
their juountain homes. They nre still 
to be found in many of the Western 
States, as well ns the wild mountain 
regions in many parts of the world. In 
order to eat eh thorn without inflicting 
the slightest Injury they must be las- 
soed. and great caw must bo exercised 
to prevent any in.tury to their very deli- 
cate legs, 
which 
sire very 
easfily- 


sprained or disjointed. Once captured, 
they are, however, easily managed. 


The first «1ep in training an antelope 


to trotting harness is to break or :ir- 
custoni it to the use of the halter. 
Tlieir wildness Is not so much due to 
riflousness as to nervousness or fear 
so thnt it is a great mistake to force 
them into obedience. Mr. Burns nr*t 
began with bis antelopes by placing a 
rope about their necks and leading 
them about. 
After a few weeks of 


this they became very docile. The next 
step was to accustom them to the regu- 
lar halter. They resented any harness, 


nd the first step to accustom them to 
t found them very skittish and un- 
manageable. 


A fractious antelope behaves very 


differently from a horse, but is none 
he less difficult to cotnml. An antelop? 
Iocs not buck or rear Jjice a. horse, 
hough it has plenty of troublesome 
Ticks of its own. Perhaps the most 
dangerous of these Is its habit of jump- 
ng or springing, vhich it does with 
much more agility than any horse. It 
will launch itself through the air a dis- 
tance of ten or twelve' feet without any 
warning, and instantly come to a dead 
stop. In Its wild state the antelope 
frequently kills snakes by Jumping up> 
on them and landing with all four feet 
gathered close together. It can be 1m- 
ngined what havoc such a feat would 
work to a carriage and harness. 


The next step In training the trotting 


antelopes at Babylon was to accus- 
tom them to the use of the shafts. The 
antelopes were flrst hitched separately 
to a pair of long poles on either side 
nnd led about by a halter. Both of Mr. 
Burn's antelopes succeeded in breaking 
several sets of these poles before they 
would consent to walk about hampered 
in this way. The poles, of course, ac- 
customed the animals to the use of 
shafts. 


It was necessary to use very stout 


poles for the purpose, because the 
snake-killing jumps of the antelopes 
would soon splinter ordinary shafts. 
The groom, who wM conducting these 
experiments: led the antelopes by a 
very long lialter, In 'order to keep out 
of the way of these long flying poles. 
It required some eighteen months of 
continuous training to accustom Mr. 
Burn's antelope^ to an ordlnry racing 
sulky. At the end of this time, how- 
ever. they were almost entirely broken 
to harness, and the subsequent train- 
ing has been aimed more particularly 
to develope their wind and endurance. 


The sight of a pah1 of antelopes with 


their slender bodtai .and long horns 
trotting peacefully about the country 
has naturally attracted a great deal of 
attention.

North Conway, and on Wednesday 
niorniog we ran to Darbyfield cottage, 
remaining there dining the afternoon 
and {night. 
We learned there that it

steepest grades. The day was perfect, 
being practically cloudless, with no 
vind. The actual running time from 
he base to summit was two hours and 
.0 minutes. 


'•The road from glen to summit is 


ight miles long, and the actual ascent 
3 about 4000 feet, making the average 
rade about 12 per cent. The amount 
of gasoline required to ascend the moun- 
ain was less than two gallons. Tbns it 
will be seen that for a man and his wife 
to ride up Mt. Washington by such a 
vehicle will cost less than 25 cents for 
power. 
It required the water tank 


>wice full to make tbe ascent. 
.As t'ae halfway boose is well supplied 


with water it forms a good place for re- 
filling tbe tank."

"The keen suffering which many un- 
dergo Just In advjuaoe of or during ft 
thunder-Ktortn IH of a dual nature. Th« 
wnso of impending danger alarms and 
tt'rrttlp*. but there IH also a depression 
of spirit'which Is physical and real, 
1'roughtjilKmt by some as yet unknown 
relation 
-itli the nervous syKtein and 


fxmdUlouK of nlr pressure, humidity 
nnd purity. The suffering due to de- 
l>n\ixton and partial exhaustion re- 
«Kiii-fs, frbw those who are strong, 
«yinpathr rather than ridicule. 
The 


tmil'eiing due to alarm nnd fright, how- 
ever, IK unnecessary. "It is largely the 
work of the Imagination. To the ner- 
vous nature there Is something appall- 
ing in the wleked, ppitoful gluaui of the 
lightning and the crash and tumult of 
the thunder. Hut such a one should 
remember Ihnt the Hash Is almost al- 
ways far distant, and the thunder can 
do no more damage than the low notes 
of a church organ. Counting all the 
deaths from all the btorius during a 
year, we lind that the chance of being 
killed by lightning Is less than one In a 
hundred thousand. 


Tlie risk in the city may be said to 


be live times less than in the country. 
Dwellers in city houses may be star- 
tled by peals of thunder, but owing to 
the great spread of tin roollng and fair 
ground connections, if buildings ate 
adequately protected, and the momen- 
tum of the Hash provided for, the oc- 
cupants many feel secure. 
A good 


conducted, grounded, rod is necessary 
In all Isolated and exposed buildings. 
Barns, especially, wheu lined with 
green crops, should have a goflfl light- 
ning conductor. 


"The question is often asked, 'Do 
trees protectV The answer is that the 
dosrreo ol protection Wll>vary with the 
character of the tree and. Its distance 
from a water course. An oak is more 
liable to lightning-stroke than a beach. 
The character of tlie wood, tlie area of 
leafage, the extent and depth 'of root, 
•will determine the liability to stroke. 


"Another question which is often 


n sited is whether there N danger 
aboard a large steamship during a 
thunder storm. On the contrary there 
are few safer places. 
Sufficient metal 


with proper superficial area is inter- 
posed in the path of the lightning, and 
Its electric energy converted Into harm- 
less heat and rapidly dissipated. Acci- 
dents occur chlelly because the victims 
Iprnorantly place themselves In the line 
of greatest strain, and thus form part 
of the path of discharge. For this rea- 
son it is not wise to stand under trees, 
near flag poles or masts, in doorways 
or porches, close to fireplaces, or near 
barns. Those who lire not exposed in 
any of these ways may feel reasonably 
safe. 


"It should bo remembered. In the 


OAont of accident, that lightning does 
not alwajs kill. It more oltcn results 
In suspended animation than In actual 
death. Therefore, In case of accident, 
try to restore animation, keep the body 
warm and send for a physician with- 
out delay."

A Xi-wr York sportsman is at present 


training H pair of antelopes in trotting 
harness, which he considers will con- 
*ldi»r:ib!y lower tho world's trotting 
record. The antelope has never before 
been roiiKldorvd seriously as n racing 
machine, but tnose familiar with them 
believe that they can be controlled by 
careful training as well as a horse, and 
are capable of wonderful bursts of 
speed. 


The owner of the first team r>f racing 


antelopes IK Mr. Donald Burns, who is 
famous as an animal trainer of wide ex- 
perience. Mr. Burns IK at present nm- 
nlns hl« trained antelopes on n track 
near hi* home at Babylon, L. I., and 
expects to have them in condition to 
take part in regular track 
racing 


events Home limp this fall. 
WTi&n Mr. 


Burns was seen la it week by a repre- 
sentative of the Sunday Philadelphia 
Times, his expressed himself «s confi- 
dent that his Ktrnnjro racers would bet- 
ter the world's trotting record of 2:03 
from 4 to G s-eoouds. 


It has been found in training this 


pair of antelopes thnt their peculiar 
nervousness or wlldness give* them 
an Immense amount of life and spirit on 
the race course. The aveiace antelope, 
If Its 1 ruining be commenced early 
enough can be brought to mind the 
whip and rein when about two years 
old, and their racing life aft»r that i< 
about the sine ns thnt of a horse.

death. One of his chief executioners 
alone hanged eighty-six men. His court 
was n continuous performance. He 
opened court at 8 a. m. and sat In Judg- 
ment until dark. When he passed his 
first sentence he burst Into (ears. Not- 
withstanding that he afterward sen- 
tenced 100 men to death and sent !!)!) 
more to prison for life. He was burned 
and hanged in effigy in Indian Terri- 
tory- On the day of his deatli there was 
n joyful riot In the old jail at Fort 
Smith, Aik. 


He had two ruling principles: "Do 


equal and exact justice," was one, and 
the other, "Permit no innocent man to 
be punished, but let no guilty man es- 
cape." Men were hanged in squads, 
five at n time, on the Fort Smith gal- 
lows by his order. He iVas at once the 
most esteemed mail in Arkansas and 
the most hated man In the Indian Ter- 
ritory. 
Though he passed the dcatb 


sentence upon 190 men. Judge Parker 
was opposed to capital punishment. He 
administered justice according to the 
laws of his state. He quarreled with 
and won a victory over the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
George Maledon, slim, lithe. smlleloTO 


and 08 years old, the man who hanged 
eight-eight men., Judge Parker's able 
lieutenant, tlie "Prince of Hangmen." 
as they picturesquely put it in the 
West; >tbe most famous executioner of 
modem times, is another figure of 
"Hell on the Border." 


George Maledon was the hangman 


during most of Judge Parker's adminls 
tration. He hanged eight-eight men. 
He was dubbed Judge Parker's "under- 
derstudy." \ cry grim an.i picturesque 
Is the humor of the West in such cir- 
cumstances. 
S. W. Harmon served on the jury In 


the famous "terrible court" a hundred 
times. He is the author of the me- 
moirs of what he styles "a great court 
ind a greater Judge," to which he has 
given the title, "Hell on the Border."

Is that-they crtn only 
travel at their best pace for compara- 
tively short distances. In their natural 
wild stale they cannot sustain one of 
their spurts of spew! for more than a 
half to three-quarters of a mile, and it 
Is only by careful trnininc that they 
ran be made to cover a mile. 


This Is due to the fact that they are 


naturally very r-hoit-wlnde-l. nnd their 
muscles are too slight to stand any 
long exertion. Their speeillness is due 
lo the fact that they weight from 300 
to .TOO pounds leys than !i horse, while 
their legs, with comparatively thesame 
reach of stride, are lighter nnd more 
nimble. 
Mr. Burns hns found that the best re- 


sults are obtined by commencing the 
training of an antelope lust before it 
Is a year old. Antelopes have not been 
born in captivity ns yet, so thnt the 
sport man must first catch them in 
their jiiountam homes. They are still 
to be found in many of the Western 
States, as well ns the wild mountain 
regions in many parts of the world. In 
order to catch them without Inflicting 
the slightest injury they must be las- 
soed, nnd gVcnt care must be exercised 
to prevent any injury to their very deli- 
cate legs, 
which 
are very easily- 


sprained or disjointed. Once captured, 
the> are, however, easily managed. 


The first «tep in training an antelope 


to trotting harness is to break or ac- 
custom it to the use of the halter. 
Their wildness Is not so much due to 
viclou«ness as to nervousness or fear 
so that it is a great mistake to force 
them Into obedience. Mr. Burns first 
began with his antelopes bj placing a 
rope about their necks nnd lending 
them about. 
After a few weeks of 


this they became very docile. The next 
step was to accustom them to the regu- 
lar halter. They resented any harness, 
and the first step to accustom them to 
It found them very skittish and un- 
manageable. 


A fractious antelope belmes very 


differently from a horse, but is none 
he less difficult to cotnr^l. An nntelope 
Iocs not buck or rear like a horse, 
hough it has plentv of troublesome 
tricks of its own. 
Perhaps the most 


dangerous of these Is its habit of jump- 
ng or springing, »Thich it does with 
much more agility than any horse. It 
will launch itself through the air a dis- 
tance of ten or twelve feet without any 
warning, and Instantly Come to a dead 
stop. In Its wild state the antelope 
frequently kills snakes by jumping up- 
on them and landing with all four feet 
rathered close together. It can be 1m- 
ngined what havoc such a feat would 
work to a carriage and harness. 


The next step In training the trotting 
antelopes at Babylon was to accus- 
tom them to the use of the shafts. The 
antelopes were first hitched separately 
to a pair of long poles on either side 
nnd le-d about by n halter. Both of Mr. 
Burn's antelopes succeeded in breaking 
several set" of these poles before they 
would consent to walk about hampered 
in this way. The poles, of course, ac- 
customed the animals to the use of 
shafts. 


Tt was necessary to use very stout 


poles for the purpose, been use the 
snake-killing jumps of the antelopes 
would soon splinter ordinary shafts. 
The groom, who was conducting these 
experiments: led the antelopes by a 
very long halter, in order to keep out 
of the way of these long flying poles. 
It required some eighteen months of 
continuous training to accustom Mr. 
Burn's antelopes, to an ordinry racing 
sulky. At the end of this time, how- 
ever, they were almost entirely broken 
to harness, and the subsequent train- 
Ing has been aimed more particularly 
to develope their wind and endurance. 


The sight of a pair of antelopes with 


their slender bodies ,and long horns 
trotting peacefully about the country 
has naturally attracted a great deal of 
attention. The residents of Babylon, 
Long Inland, have decided thnt this cur- 
Ions means of conveyance Is merely the 
freak of some rich man, and the fact 
that they are actually training to beat 
the world's record with much promise 
of success has been kept secret.
